A, The Firit need be no Quettion, it you only 
Coniuit the Rabrick before the Order for the Bu 
rial of the Dead, where it is expr fly Commanded 
that, that Office is not to be ulead tor any thar Die 
Unbaptifed, Excommunicate, or that have laid 
Violent Hands on themielves, Your other Que- 
ftion is likewite needleis, tince you cannot be Ig- 
morant that ir is not in the Power of the Minifter 
to Difpenfe with the Orders of the Church, neiker 
is it his Faule to refufe doing that, which if he 
fhou'd do he wou’'d be juftly Jiable to be Panifhed, 
We grant indeed, the Cuftomary Expence in 
Vails makes the procuring of Sponfors a Matter 
of fome Difficulty, and if continned may prove 
Prejudicial to this Conftitution of our Church ; but 
if you except that Confideration, your Cale is not 
to be fuppofed, this being fuch a Point of Duty 
and Charity as no good Chriftian or Obedient 
Member of the Church can juftly refufe.

A, The Validity of Lay Baprifm in Cafes of 
Neceffiry, we have lately defended. We hall 
therefore only add that the Child is truly Bapzited 
and muft not be Rebaptifed: Notwichftanding it 
is Expedient (as the Rubrick in Private Baptifm 
directs ) thar if it Recovers, it be broughr to rhe 
Church in Order to have it’s Baprifm approved 
and attefted before the Minilter of the Parifh.
